No. l-ITC(PN)/68.—The U.K- Governulent have made available, as part of the 
assistance for Indian economic development, a loan of £ 6 million (R's. 9-0 crores). 
The loan is primarily to be used for improving the operating eftlciency 6f those 
manufacturers in India who traditionally look to Britain for supplies of rav 
materials, spares and components and equipment- 

2. It has been decided that a part of this loan of £ 5 million (Rs 0.(1 crores' 
may be used for issuing licences for import of spares to the representatives of 
British manufacturers of machinery and equipment, who have been receiving 
import licences as established impoiters to import spare parts needed for servicing 
and maintaining the equipment supplied by their principals- Licences, will also he 
issued to established importers for import of spares for priming machinery manu¬ 
factured in the U.K- 

3- As the amount available for the purpose will be relatmely small, preferenct 
will be given to Importers of spare parts, who have commitments to service exislinf 
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Notice. 

4. The terms and conditions which will be applical^le to the licences issued 
against this loan are given in Aimexure II to this Public Notice. 

5- The applications may be submitted in the prescribed form and manner to the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Expoits, New Delhi (Special Cell) as early as 
possible and in any case not later than 3ist January, 1968.

Kipping Loan of £ 5 Million (UK/INDIA Non-Project Loan, 1967) 

Licence No. ———--KQ (67), Dt. —- 

1. The licence is issued with an initial validity period of twelve months only, 
and can be revalidated only on the basis indicated under conditions 2 below- 

2- Ordering .—Firm orders for the full value of the licence must be pla^ cd on 
the suppliers in the United Kingdom, the Channel Islands or the Isle of Mai] wifhin 
three months from the date of issue of the import licence- 

The licence may be submitted to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports for 
revalidation only after firm orders for the full value have been placed and on the 
basis of dates of delivery (Shipment) of good.s indicated by the supplier 

3- Special points to be looked into while pUicing orders.— 

(1) Origin of Goods —While placing firm orders, the licensee must ensure by a 
provision in the contrart that the goxis purchased are or will he wholly pioduced 
or manufactured in the United Kingdom, the Channel Islands or the Isle of Man. 
Where the contract also provides for workK and Services, in connection with the 
purchase of such goods. It must be eraured by a ‘suitable provision in the contract 
that such works and services are or will be provided by persons ordinarily resident 
or carrying on business in the United Kingdom, the Channel Islands or the Isle of 
Man- 

Note —If, In any case, contract i: placed on the Indian Agent of the foreign 
supplier the contract with the Agent should indicate the name and address of the 
U.K. Supplier to whom payments would be made by the C A-O- London directly out 
of U.K Credit. In such ca'^^es only that sterling portion of the contract will qualify 
for papnent, out of _U-K. Credit- Copies of such contracts (or of contracts placed 
by Indian Agents with U.K. Supplier if there are such separate contracts) should 
jDe sent In the Ministry of finance, in the manner Indicated in para 5 below: 
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(2) Payments —Payments to the U.K,, Channel Islands or Isle of Man suppliers 
agajnst the import licence are to be effected in sterling^ directly out of the U.K* 
Credit, through the Chief Accounting Officer, High Commission of India tn London. 
The licence will NOT therefore, be valid for making remittance to the supplier from 
India. The licensee should, therefore, mcjntion in the contract that payments to the 
U-K., Channel Islands or Isle of Man contractor are intended to be made in aterlinp, 
out of the U-K. Credit by production by Lho licensee of the documents prescribed in 
para f) below to the Chief Acconrn inK Officer, High Commission of India In London, 
A clause should be iucludccl in the (..,,.b ac£ to t/ie effect that the contract is subject 
to mid irdl become effective with the approval oj] the Ministry of Overseas Develops 
meat of the U.K. Govt, to the payinents being met out of the U.K- Credit- All pay¬ 
ments must be completed, by 30th June 1900- 

4. Report 077. OrderiTip.—Within a week of the placing of contract, a report, in 
triplicate, should be sent by the Licensee to the Economic Aid Accounts Section 
<Shri P. C- Jain) Ministry of Finance, Jeewaa Deep Building, Parliament Street, 
Lew Delhi with a copy to the Ministry of Industrial Development and Company 
Allairs (Depth of Indusliial Development, Foreign Exchange Section), Udyog 
Bhavan, New Delhi, IN THE FORM set ouL in Appendix I to these conditions, duly 
signed- 

5. JVoti/icabo/i of co7ttrctct3 and amendments thereto,—Within a fortnight of 
placing of contracts, and in any event sufficiently in advance of the expected date 
of delivery of the goods, the licensee should foi^vard (indicating their compiete 
address) 3 (Three) copies of the contract to the. Economic Aid Accounts Branch 
(Shrl P. C- Jain, Asstt. Accounts Officer) Deptt. of Economic Affairs, Ministry of 
Finance, Jeewan Deep Building, Parliament Street, New Delhi accompanied by 
3 copies of the '"Ceratract Cei'ti/icatc” Lorn the U-K., Channel Islands or Isle of 
Man Contractor IN THE FORM ATTACHED (APPENDIX II) duly signed by him. 
The Deptt-, of Economic Affairs in the Ministry of Finance will arrange, through 
the Chief Accounting Officer, High Commission of India in London, to file a copy of 
the same with the Ministry of Overseas Development of the U-K- Governinent for 
obtaining their approval to tVie. payments under the (Contract being made out of the 
U.K- Credit. As soon as possible after the approval of the U-K. Government to the 
contract Is olffaiiied or. in case, such approval is not granted by U-K- Govt., the 
TJeensee and also tho U,K. Supplier will be informed of the same directly by the 
Chief Accounting Officer, High Commission of India, TjOndon, and no further advice 
of contract approval/rejection will be issued by the Economic Affairs Deptt. of the 
Ministry of Finance. 

The contract, as accepted by the Ministry of Overseas Development of U-K. 
Government will then be eligible for Direct Payments out of the Credit. Ag no 
payments can be made unless the contract is approved by the U-K- Government, It 
is most imperative for the licensee to ensure that copies of contracts/notifications 
alongwith suppUeis' “Contract Certifleate” are forwarded to the Ministry of Finance 
at the earliest and, in any case, well in advance of the initial payment For this 
purpose, the “Contract Cert ill cate’’ should be arranged to be obtained from the sup¬ 
pliers promi)lly at the time of acceptance of each contract. 

If at any time a contract (being a contract in respect of which approval of U-K, 
Govt-, has been obtained or is pending) Is amended, or if liability is incurred or Is 
to he incurred thereunder to a greater or lesser amount than the amount speciiled 
in the “Contract Certificates’’, the licensee should promptly forward to the Economic 
Aid Accounts Section of the Department of Economic Affairs in the Ministry of Fin¬ 
ance the relevant supplementary or revised docurncnts-coples of amendments com 
tra(ds and revised “Contract Certificates”—so as to enable them to notify the same 
to the U.K- Govt- for obtaining their approval. Natl 0 cat ions of such amendments is 
very important, because the U K. Govt- will moke payments under a contract from 
time to time, oidy to the extent the contract has been approved by them- 

As soon os approval to an amendment to the contract/order Is obtained from 
the U-K. Govt-, the importer will be notified of the same In the same manner as 
was done for the contract. 

L/ 7 porta/it Note.—While forwarding the above documents to the Ministry of 
Finance It must be ensured that the coniplcfc number of the relative import licence, 
including the suffi.v “KQ(67)’’ is clearly indicated on each documents. 

6. Docuaieniation.—As and when payments to the U.K., Channel Islands or Isle 
of Man Contractor full due in respect of a contract only approved in the manner 
indicated in para 5 above, the licensee should promptly arrange to collect the 
following documents and forward the same direct to the Chief Accounting Officer 
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(C,A.O.) High Co7t)77URSwn of India, S'i, Jf^rmyn Street, London, for arran^jing 
necessary payments to the siippliei out ot the U K Credit 

(i) Two copies of the ongina] invoice of the concerned UK, Channel Island

NoiFs: 1 In cases where rupee deposits aie made outside Delhi/New Delhi one

2 It should be noted very carefully that the Exchange lale indicated above 
is the prevailing composite rate of exchange and any change in the 
same, as and when decided upon by the Govt of India will be notified 
to the importers 

3. While forwarding these documents, the number and date of the letter of 
C A.O , Pllgh Commission of India, London, mlvislnp ('ontiact approval 
of the UK (Govt 'hould be indicated in the forwarding letter. 

The Chief Accounting Oftlcer, High Commission of India, London, will arrange to 
make payments accoidlngly to the U K , Channel islands or the Isle of Man Cori’ 
tractor and advise the licensee and Economic Aid Accounts Section in the Doptt oi 
Economic Affairs of the Ministry of Finance of the same 

7- Special and Important Conditions- —(1) As payments to UK, Channel Islands 
or Isle of Man Suppliers are dependent upon limely submission of the above men¬ 
tioned documents to The Chief Acc amting Officer, High Commission of India, 
London, it is very necessary that tnese documents are collected and submitted in 
complete shape, to the Ministry of Pinanc'e or to the Chief Ac’countlng Ofllcer as the 
case may be, with the utmost expedition, so that the Suppliers may be paid prompt¬ 
ly and are not put to any dlfllculty on this account. All possible steps, including 
such special steps as may be deemed necessary, should be taken in this regard to 
follow promptly and carefully the detailed procedure set out above so as to elimi¬ 
nate all delays in making pa^^meiits to Suppliers Although neces,sary steps are 
already being token to ariange expeditious approval of the UK. Govt- to the con¬ 
tracts filed with them, the whole process takes about 4 to b weeks from the receipt 
of documents in the Deptt. of Economic Affairs as the papers have to pass through 
various stages from here to London and wayback Therefore, the importers should 
try to submit their papers at the earliest, and make enquiries from the Depth of 
Economic Affairs only in cases when they do not receive intimations of Contract 
Approval from London within a month of Rubmlsslon of the documents 

(2) With reference to item 6 above, It is claiified that as payments to the con¬ 
tractors would full due only upon shipment of the goods, the documents referred to 
therein should be collected only alter the goods have been shipped by the foreign 
shippers. Thus in the contracts placed with the suppliers It can be stipulated that 
one set of documents—copies of the original invoices, the “Payment Certiorate” in 
the prescribed form and also one copy of the ocean Bill of Lading should be 
airmailed to the importer in India direct without delate to enable the latter to 
arrange payments through the C A O , London, after making necessary rupee 
deposits in favour of the Govt. For this purpose copies of the invoices and Bill of 
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S^ndffT^will^jrtce and the original shipping documents ore not required- The 
'oi-^fflnal documents should, therefore, be arranged to be collected by the 

innm the shippers directly so as to enable them to take delivery of the 
goods. If nectary, and where the U-K- suppliers so insist, the importer can make 
arrangementr With the U K, suppliers for receiving original shipping documents 
through an Indian Bank to be released to the importer against proof of deposit of 
the runee equivalents of the Invoice value and of transmission of those documents 
to the C.A.O-, I^ondon for making payments to the U.K- Suppliers out of the U.K. 
Credit. This arrangement will serve as a sufficient guarantee of payment to the 
U.K. Suppliers at the time cf release of original shipping dot:uments. 


8- Refund from r/.K. Sniypliers, —If any money is received by the licensee from 
the U-K. Supplier or a guarantor as a refund then the same should be reported to 
Shri P, C. Jain, Assistant Accounts Officer, Department of Economic Affairs, Min¬ 
istry of Finance, Jeewan Deep, Parliament Street, New Delhi, with a copy to the 
Miiiistry of Industrial Development and Company Affairs, (Department of Indus¬ 
trial Development, Foreign Exchange Section) Udyog Bhavan, New Delhl-U. 


9. The licensee should apprise the supplier of any special provision in the Import 
licence which may affect the supplleis in carrying out the transaction. 


' 10. It should be understood that the Government of India will not undertake 

■any responsibility for disputes, if any, that may arise between the licensee and 
suppliers, 

11. The licensee shall promptly comply with any directions, instructions or 
order.s issued by the Government regarding any and all matters arising from or 
pertaining to the import llc'ence and for meeting all obligations under the credit 
agreement. 


I!2. Breach or Violaihjn .—Any breach or violation of conditions set forth In the 
above clauses, will result in appropriate action under the Imports and Exports 
(Control) Act
